Police Medal:— 

The present Rule 9 be substituted by the following :— 

9. "Recommendations for the announcement of awards 
for meritorious service on the 26th January 
(Republic Day) and the 15th August (Independence 
Day) should be forwarded so as to reach the 
Secretary to the Government of India, Ministry of 
Home Affairs, not later that the 26th October, and 
the 15th May, respectively each year".

IV.—Whereas the 
Government of India has decided on 9th January, 2003 to set 
up a Serious Fraud Investigation Office (SFIO) in the then 
Department of Company Affairs, and now the Ministry of 
Company Affairs. The Government of India has set up the 
Serious Fraud Investigation Office (SFIO) in the Ministry of 
Company Affairs w.e.f. 01.07.2003 with a view to 
undertaking investigations under the provisions of the 
Companies Act, 1956 in corporate frauds. 

Keeping in view that such corporate frauds may be 
characterised by (a) complexity involving inter-departmental, 
multi-disciplinary and international ramifications, (b) 
substantial involvement of public interest either in terms of 
monetary misappropriation or in terms of the number of 
persons affected, and (c) the possibility of investigations 
leading to, or contributing towards, an improvement in 
systems, laws or procedures, the SFIO has been authorised to 


draw upon the services of experts and expertise in various 
fields including accountancy, forensic auditing, taxation, 
information technology, capital markets, financial 
transactions, etc. with a view to fulfilling the assigned task. 

The SFIO is headed by an officer designated as 'Director' 
(of the level of Joint Secretary/Additional Secretary to the 
Govt, of India) who has been declared as Head of the 
Department for all financial and administrative purposes. 

This resolut'on is published in the Gazette of India for 
general information of the public.
